He was a member of Co, 1, 


74thPennsylvaniavoluuteejs Hisstory, 
as told a reporter of the Mkt/heny Rec- 
ord, is as follows: 


"On the morning of July 3, J863, our

A School for Road Makers. 


Road engineering has been made a de- 


partment of the Rhode Island Agricul- 
tural College, at Kingston, the purpose 
being to educate practical as weil as theo- 
retical road builders. The course of 
study will take two years' time, and the 
graduates are expected to be men who 
can draw the contracts, run the machin- 
ery to build the road, and know the 
business from beginning to end. 


To enter this course the student must 


be thoroughly grounded in the rudimen- 
tary branches, including algebra and 
geometry. 
During the Brst year the 


studies will cover the English branches, 
together with higher geometry, trigo- 
nometry and surveying. In the second 
year the distinctive studies will be scien- 
tific, including physics and laboratory 
woik pertaining to this subject; enough 
study in electricity to thoroughly under- 
stand the application of motors and elec- 
tiic power; and physical geography, 
with its relation to the strain and course 
of springs as they affect roadbuilding. 


Then tha student will be instructed in 


mineralogy and geology, that he may 
fully 
understand the relation theae 


branches bear to his profession. Steam 
engineering will also be cue of the 
branches. As a part of the practical j'n- 
struction each student will, in the spring, 
work for one month, ten houis a day, in 
building roads, handling the shovel, driv- 
ing horses, running the plant and the 
like.

THE FABMEKS' INSTITUTES. 


NOTES CONCKBMNG THE 
MEKTINGS 


AT LITTI.KSTOTVS. YOUK Sl'UlNOS 


AKO FAlliFIEI-l). 


The yatiimal Stockman and Farmer 


has the following conliibution relative 
to the three Institutes held in this coun- 
ty recently: 


One often hears the assertion at insti- 


tutes ia York and Adams counties (Pa ) 
that some of the best farms in the Unit- 
ed States may be found in these counties. 
At the .Littlestown institute Col. E. 
Myers described one popular method of 
handling this land. 


A sod field is covered with stable ma- 


mre so far as this is practicable, aud i' 
ib then broken six inches deep iu the fall 
for corn. This is the practice on the 
shales as well as the limestone. The 
corn stubble ag.iiu receives a dressing ot 
manure, aud it is again broken for corn, 
though oats are seeded in some cases 
The manure is most effective when used 
as a top dressing, but this use ia not usu- 
ally piacJcabie. The supply of manure 
issupplemeuted by commercial fertilize! s 


Wheat follows, and wheu it is preceded 


by oats the oat stubbie should be broken 
as soon as possible alter harvst, aud the 
Bi;eJ bed should be made as firm aud fine 
as possible. Clover aud tmiofchy aie 
sown in the wheat,, and the rotation em 
b"aces five or six years. The feeding ol 
the corn and at leust part of the hay on 
the farm gives a good supply of slable 
manure, and that, in connection vsiu, 
clover, keeps the soil supplied wilt, 
liuuius. The limestone soil has great 
natural strength, and the careful savinji 
of manure and the use of clover are the 
natural agents in keeping up tbe stock ot 
available plant food. The shales require 
more commercial fertilizers to make 
heavy sods and to supply the needs ot 
special crops. 


There ia difference of op'uion sonceru- 


ing the effect and benefit of applications 
of lime. Col. Myers, who owns several 
farms and is successful iu their manage- 
ment, applies sixty bushels of lime per 
acre at intervals of five or six years. 
Some others have seeu no benefit from 
hmiug. It is to be observed, however, 
that the former is a heavy feeder, buyiug 
grain from other farmers for feeding 
more stock than he could otherwise carry, 
and lime usually continues effective when 
sods and stable manure aie abuudaut, 
continuing to restore to the soil organic 
matter to be broken up by the lime and 
thus made quickly available for crops. 


lion. G. O. Urown piefers to grow only 


one crop of corn iu the rotation. 
The 


coin stubble is seeded to oais, wheat fol- 
lows, aud then two crops of hay are har- 
vested. The first one is chiefly clover, 
aud the second is mixed hay. Many of 
his neighbors substitute a second crop of 
wheat for the oats, the wheat being the 
more profitable cash crop. Mr. Brown 
uses the oats profitably in feeding his 
dairy cows, aud the straw is more valu- 
able to him than wheat straw. As only 
one corn crop is grown iu this rotation 
the stable manuie cau be concentrated 
ou less ground, or there is less land for 
which commercial fertilizers need be 
bought. Such are popular rotations with 
the best farmers ou the strong soils of 
York and Adams counties. 


it is often said, and with truth, that 


some of the best farming of the country 
is done iu Southeastern Pennsylvania. 
and I want to couple with this fact the 
statemeut that nowhere else have I seen 
so much tall plowing ot sod land tor 
" spring crops as is practiced by these f arm- 


wn"eav.j^i*Hce uiay bdconuetaned b\ 
weutilic people, hut these stiff sodb 


\>iU continue to be turned over before 
winter sets in. The reason is that the 
practice pays, aud the fanners are in the 
business tor the pay to be gotten. The 
leaching is not considerable enough to 
halauce the advantage of tail plowmt! 
It is not only the limestone that is bjok- 
en, but the shales are treated iu the same 
way. When no puddling of the soil uc 
curs the fall plowed laud gives the best 
returns. 


I read with inteiest Mr. Hull's helpful 


criticism of my Htole iruit list. I shal. 
get the Black Tar ariau and Goveruoi 
Wood cherries. I am told tliut the Dye 
house is a very slow grower, or at least 
slow iu fruiting. 
The Duchess ot Olden- 


burg apple, which Mr. II rtcom mends, 
drops eaily with me, aud the quality is 
not the best, though it is a good cooker 
WhydiscfUd the Tulpehockeu ? When 
it ripens well, coloring as it should, the 
apple in appearance and flavor pleases 
fairly well. Still, I would uot waui 
more than one tree in this home oichard. 
As to the Wild Goose plum, it seemed a 
patriotic thing to plant one tree of this 
variety—and it makes a tine jelly. 


The apple orctiards of Adams county 


are an important source of profit to ohe 
farmers. The York Imperial is a lead- 
ing variety. It originated in the neigh- 
boring county of York. Ben Davis is 
another profitable variety here, ridiiatoi 
Brown names these two varieties with 
Smith's Cider as the three main ones for 
a market orchard in this section of the 
state. They show up well m market 
and so long as city people persist in de- 
mauding appearance rather than quality 
there can be no objection to these varie- 
ties for a market orchard. For home 
use there are many more desirable apples. 


At the York Springs Institute Jere- 


miah Shelly said some good things about 
"Profitable Fruit." "In tha case of the 
first orchard in this world a choice of the 
fruits was made by One who knew how 
to choose, aud man was directed to dress 
and keep this orchard. Nowadays, man 
has reversed all this. He chooses the 
varieties and plants his orchard, aud 
then goes off leaving all pruning aud care 
to the Lord. The York Imperia1 apple 
and the Keifter jwar are profitable fruits. 
Neither is good to eat iu the fall, but 
late in the season, wheu finer varieties 
are gone, they go into market at good 
prices and bring the profit. The grow- 
ing of these two varieties of fruits make 
for honesty in a neighborhood, as there 
Ss no temptation to the boys of the neigh- 
borhood to steal these fruits from the 
tree." 


In these fruit-growing sections a com- 


mon query is concerning the proper treat- 
ment of an apple orchard that has never 
been cultivated and has come into bear- 
Ing. Prof. Butz, of the State Experi- 
ment Station, advises that the ground be 
stirred very early iu the spring, care be- 
ing used that the sod be uot turned more 
than three inches deep. There should 
be no greater disturbance of tbe roots 
than is absolutely accessary to kill the 
old sod or weeds and to make a mulch of 
loose earth. Then fertilixa with bone 
meal and potash. Prune well, and seed 
to crimson clover if it does well in the 
section. Watch for borera in younif 
orchards especially, and fight thorn with 
knife and wire. 


The first iustitute in a community is 
usually not as well attended as succeed- 
ing meetings, a single-day meeting is 
usually not so satisfactory as a two-days 
meeting, and Monday is the poorest day 
of the week for such work; but Fail field, 
located near tbe foot of South Mountain, 
in Adams county, was not cletened by 
all these ad verso conditions from holding 
one of tbe most successful institutes of 
the season. Tbe church was packed 
••dth a reading and thinking people. The 
community contains Scotch-Irish aud 
German blood, and tbe mixture works ' 
well.

FARM KEWS ANI> VIEWS. 


A BUDGET OF PARAGRAPHS OOTBI 


ING MA3STT SUBJECTS. 


Winter work cannot always be done (o 


suit the convenience of the farmer, as 
severely cold weather, continued rains 
and other obstacles are to be mei, bat 
there is ronoh work put oS until spriug 
that could be done in winter. In the 
spring, as soon as plowing and planting 
must be performed, dozens of jobs come 
up to he done in a hurry, aud all seem 
to need attention at ouce. It is then 
that the farmer flnds that ha has besn 
neglectful and failed to prepare for 
spring. Wagons are to irou, repairs are 
requited for implements, seed is lo IM 
procured and fertilizer must be purchas- 
ed. At the same time every other farm- 
er ia busy and can render no assistance, 
while merchants who have many orders 
ou baud cannot supply the needed arti- 
cles pioraptly. Tue way to make the 
spring operations easier and save time is 
to do as much now to lighten the spring 
work as possible. 


Bye is extensively used in North 


Europe for pig feediu)?. In Denmark, 
where it is fed extensively, it baa the 
reputation of producing tha same amount 
of pork from a given weight as barley. 
The quality of the pork produced la 
nearly as good as that marie from barley, 
which stands at the bead of the list for 
producing pork meats of the finest qual- 
ity. 


While fully-grown animals with strong 


digestive organs can eat cottonseed meal 
properly diluted with straw or hay with- 
out serious injury, it is doubtful whether 
it is advisable to make this part of their 
ration. Linseed meal can be purcbaned 
at about tlis same price as cottonseed 
meal, and has equal nutritive value. The 
new process rneal is the kind generally 
used. It is not BO fattening as the old 
process meal, because more of its oil has 
beon expressed. Flaxieed whole is a 
very rich feed, and if boiled so aa to 
swell it out all that hot water can do, it 
may be given to cattle, sheep or horses 
with safety. O.ily a very little should 
be given at a time, as the oil in it makes 
it very Uxativp, and a small amount 
daily is better than more. There is 
nothing better for an animal's hair than 
A litlle fl.ixseed daily. It will insure the 
shiny coat which iu either cow or horse 
is always a sign of thrift. 


A coveiiug of manure around crees 


serves as a mulch, and the lumps in the 
manure are broken fine by frost, while 
the soluble portions leach out and go to 
the roots ot the trees. Such work as ap- 
plying manure to trees in winter saves 
time iu spring, for if the orchard is then 
cultivated the hurried work of spreading 
manure will have been done and there is 
more complete iucorporation of the man- 
ure with the soil. 


Mr. Haywiird, of the Pennsylvania 


Dairy School, says that "the annual pro- 
duction of butter in the United States is 
1 375,000 000 pounds, and the larger part 
of it is sold on its meiils, bringing from 
10 cents to 75 cents a pound. He might 
have acldfd that the animal production 
of the cows vaiies from leas than 100 
pounds of butter u year to more than 400 
pounds, and that the milk production 
varies almost aa much, whether express- 
ed in pounds or gallons. 


The Toronto Globe says a Canadian 


:anncr who ki'pt 24 cows and two hired 
uen tested his cows with the Bil>cock 
test and found that eight were uaprofl- 
;able. lie disposed of them anc[ let C'^o 
ired man ge, ;i;;i „,, uie end of tbe year 


found that he had made as much money 
fiom the 16 as from the 24. jSfow he bus 
got down to VI good cows and expects as 
much from them as he made from twice 
that, number. Xow he can increase np 
to bis original number as fast as he cau 
Bud or grow good cows, and increase his 
profits.

The farmer who buys bran and linseed 


meal never makes a mistake, as tbuse 
substances will enrich his manure heap, 
as well as add to the thiif't ot his stock. 


A Massachusetts farmer plowed a 


piece of sod ground that had been in 
grass 10 years, and the next day replow- 
pd the same piece, turning the sod back 
again, the same side up as it was in tbe 
first place. The ground w»s not resod- 
dert and no manure was applied, but the 
jield of hay was more thau doubled, and 
its quality improved. Running a sub- 
soil plow at intervals o£ two feet, cut- 
ting through but not inverting tbe sod, 
might have been equally beneficial with 
much less labor. 


Rose bushes should be mulched with 


four or flve iuches oif manure, straw 
placed on tbe manure, and a few stones 
used to hold the straw in place. 
This 


method will protect the bushes from 
frost, and tbe heavy application of roa- 
nuie will enable them to bloom profi ae- 
y when the seaaciu for flowering arrives. 


Potato tops are rich in potash and are 
valuable acquisition .to the manure 


leap, but since disease has attacked the 
crops of potatoes in all sections it is sug- 
gested that it will be an advantage to 
urn the tops, by which process there is 
no loss ot mineral matter. All diseased 
ubers should be treated iu the same 
manner, and it will also pay to remove 
orustalks affected with rust and burn 
hem as soon as indications aro noticed

reduce those articles which bring the 
ighest prices in tbe maiket at the least 
ost in plant food from the soil.

The Science of Fertilizing. 


aa to Bulging tlie Fertility ot 


JTarma. 


- Instructions given from the experiment 
stations are of valuable assistance to 
those who use fertilizers, but, unfortu- 
nately, every farmer must take into con- 
sideration the wants of his particular 
farm, the kind of soil, the previous crops, 
the drainage and other conditions before 
he can apply any rules in the matter of 
using fertilizers. The main point is how 
can a farmer use fertilizers to the best 
advantage and at the least cost, and he 
must, to a certain extent, determine It 
for himself, for the reasons given ; but 
there are some matters connected with 
the purchase of fertilizers which apply to 
all. Sfo farmer should buy something 
that he does not need for giving immedi- 
ate results ; that is, do not buy any kind 
of fertilizer that the soil does not require, 
and do not purchase any kind that is not 
easily converted into plant food for the 
next crop. It is true that many farmers 
are unable to determine for themselves 
what kinds to buy, but they can at least 
save something on the moat cosily of all 
—nitrogen. 
Then it may he asked: 


How is the farmer to know when he has 
the nitrogen ? He cau only compare and 
reason from his experience, aa there is no 
possible way to assist him, the condition 
of the lanfl depending on its treatment, 
for a generation. 
HITBOGEU AND JIUSERAL ELEMENTS. 
If a farm is made to produce clover, 


or a large number of animals are kept, 
the surmise may be that the land is tair- 
ly well supplied with nitrogen, esp"ciallv 
if a large share of the food purchased for 
the cattle consisted of linseed or cotton- 
seed meal, bran and middlings, and which 
were used, but even then something de 
penda ou the kind of crops grown and 
sold off the farm. If clover enters into 
the rotation of crops regularly, however. 
then the farmer is safe, for clover will 
derive not only a sufficiency of nitrogen 
for itself, but also a surplus, a large por- 
tion of which is left over in the soil in 
the roots, and another portion is return- 
nd'in the hay consumed. Being able to 
eliminate the cost of nitrogen from his 
fertilizers, the farmer can then procure 
his plant food at less than one-third the 
cost of the nitrogen, which saving will 
be more than the profit from the crop 
some years. The mineral fertilizers- 
phosphates and potash— are not only 
essential elements for all crops, but are 
promoters of the accumulation of nitro- 
gen also, inasmuch as the nitrogen-gath- 
ering crops thrive best when wellsupplied 
with potash and lime, and in thus using 
the mineral salts the farmer not only 
adds plant food, but prepares his land 
for an increased supply of nitrogen. 


WINTER APPLICATIONS. 


The fact that soils will leach, and the 


soluble matter carried off by rains and 
melting snows, has caused much discus 
sion on the matter of plowing and apply- 
ing fertilizers. 
Whether it is better to 


leave the ground covered during the win- 
ler with the weeds or stubble or some 
growing crop, or plowing in the fall and 
allowing the front to enter, are unsettled 
problems, but it amounts to something 
when the farmer applies his fertilizers. 
however, and that depends on the form 
of the fertilizers he uses. It is possible 
that if the farmer is to use ground bone 
or ground rock he should plow his laud 
during the late fall or winter if possihle, 
and work those substances iu well with 
the harrow, as they give off their parti- 
cles slowly and may not provide a suffi- 
ciency of plant food if apolied in the 
apnng, but if he defers-the application 
nut!) spring he must usesuper-p'iosphate 
or acidulated rook in order to secure im- 
mediate results. In sucb c,;se he must 
pay for the sulphuric acid, which is of no 
value to him whatever, hence the cheap- 
eat kind of phosphate is that in the form 
of meal, and which should be applied 
now or early in the year. The potash 
used is nearly always in tbe form of a 
-oluble salt, and may be applied when 
the land is plowed in the spring, (tbe 
earlier the better), and if it is deemed 
udvisable to use nitrogen, (43 nitrate of 
•oda or sulphate of atnmoni.t), the apph
